salary to June 30, 1933, of $217.76. Miss Hamilton has received no 
salary for the current fiscal year, and, of the above $2000., $1800 
Is for school and $200 for residence salaries. 

The demonstration exercises, which will cost about $400., will 
probably be covered by the ticket sale, but graduation will cost $50: 
and there is some doubt as to the collection of this amount. 

Other School accounts payable will be insurance $99,00, and school 
calendars, which were not issued last year, but which Miss Layton says 
are very necessary this year, $200.00. 

VTith regard to the residence, there will be rent for Kay and June, 
amounting to $430, and there is a further sum of $430 due Miss Hurailton 
for two months f rent paid out of her own pocket, against this, there 
wilx be approximate receipts from non-student residents of $350. 

There will be normal residential expenses for two months, r:ay and 
June, which cannot be accurately foretold, but which I estimate 
I basing the estimate on expenses to March 31,1934) as $850.00 

The accounts payable will, therefore, a proximate a total of $3427, 
Pius .,8o0., as above, or ^"4277, a^inst which the available cash will 
oe, approximately, *1920, leaving a probable deficit of about $2350.
